Act. 1005. was read a third time and 
passed without a division.

| the- next sitting of the house. 

The bill intituled An Ac! to amend the 
Companies' Act by providing for the 
I registration of companies' mortgages was 
j read a second time. The text of the bill 
I is as follows: 

I His Majesty, by and with the advice 
j anil consent of the legislative assembly 
of the province of British Columbia, en- 
acts as follows: — 

1. This act may be cited as the Com- 
panies Act Amendment, 1000. 

2. The Companies Act. 1S07, being 
chanter 44 of the Revised Statutes, 1807, 
is hereby amended by inserting after 
section SS thereof the following: — 

"88A. (1) Every mortgage or charge 
•created by a company after the com- 
mencement of this act and being either — 
"(a) A mortgage or charge for the 
purpose of securing any issue of 
debenture; or 
"(b) A mortgage or charge on uncalled 

capital of the company; or 
"'(c) A mortgage or charge created or 
evidenced by an instrument 
which, if executed by an individu- 
al, would require registration as a 
. hill of sale; or 
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"(d) A floating charge on the under- 
taking or property of the com- 
pany — 

stall, so far as any security on the com- 
pany's property or undertaking is there- 
by conferred, be void against the bona 
fide purchase and mortgages for valuable 
consideration and any creditor of the 
company, unless the same or a true copy 
thereof be filed with the registrar for 
registration in manner required by this 
act within twenty-one days after the 
date of its creation, but without preju- 
dice to any contract or obligation for 
repayment of the money thereby secured. 

"(2) Where the mortgage or charge, 
comprises properly outside the province 
of British 'Columbia, it shall, so far as 
that property is concerned, be siiilicient 
compliance with the requirements of this 
section, if a deed purporting to speei- 
lically charge such property he registered 
notwithstanding that further proceedings 
may lie necessary to make such mortgage 
or charge valid or .effectual according 
to the law of the country in which such 
property is situate, 

"(;!.) The registrar shall keep, with 
respect to each company, a register of all 
such mortgages and charges created by 
the company after the commencement 
of this act, and requiring registration un- 
der this section, and shall, on payment 
of the fee prescribed in the schedule 
hereto, enter in the register, which res- 
pect |o every such mortgage or charge, 
the date of creation, the amount secured 
by it. short particulars of the property 
mortgaged or charged, and the names 
of the mortgagees or persons entitled to 
the charge., 

"(4.) Provided that where a series of 
debentures containing nny charge to the 
'benefit of which the debenture holders 
of that series are entitled pari passu is 
created by a company, it shall be sulll- 
cieut to enter on the register — 

"(a.) The total amount: secured by the 
whole series: and 

"(b.) The date of the resolutions cre- 
ating the series and of the cover- 
ing deed, if any. by which the se- 
curity is created or defined; and 

"(e.) A general description of the prop- 
erty charged.; and 

"(d.) The names of the trustees, if any, 
for the debenture holders. 

"(5.) Where more than one issue is 
made of debentures in the same series, 
the company may require the registrar 
to enter on the register the date and 
amount of any particular issue, but an 
omission to do this shnll not affect the 
validity of the debentures issued. 

''((1.) The registrar shall ^ivo a cer- 
tificate under his hand of the registration 
of any mortgage or charge registered 
in pursuance of this section, stating the 
amount thereby secured (which -certifi- 
cate shall be conclusive evidence that the 
requirements of this section as to regis- 
tration have been complied with), and the 
company shall cause a copy of the cer- 
tificate so given to be endorsed on every 
debenture or_ certificate of debenture 
stock which is issued by the company, 
and the payment of which is secured by 
the mortgage or charge so registered. 

"(7.1 It shall be the, duty of the com- 
pany to recister every mortgage or

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BRITISH ship King David, a steel 
vessel of 2.2 10 tons, Captain 
Davidson, owned by the Glasgow 
Shipping Company, was totally 
wrecked after driving ashore on Bajo 
Reef, off Nootka Sound, west coast of 
Vancouver Island, on December 13, and 
seven men are missing— Chief Officer 
A. Wallstron of Oxford, New Zealand, 
and six able seamen, who left the camp 
of the survivors eight days after the 
wreck In one of the ship's boats to 
seek assistance nt Cape Beale, 100 
miles away, although there was a 
settlement within eight miles, at 
Friendly Cove, Nootlta, and at Clayo- 
quot, which could have been reached 
after 12 miles sailing through open 
water to Clayoquot Sound. 

If the theory helu oy the survivors 
is correct — and it is possible, if not 
probable — the mlsslho chief officer and 
bis boat's crew may have been picked 
up by the lost steel bark Pass of Mel- 
fort. The missing seamen left Nootka 
Sound on December 31 for Capo Beale, 
and the Pass of Melforl was driven to 
destruction at Ampmtrlte Point on De- 
cember 27. 

The King David left Salinas Cruz, 
Mexico, in ballast for Royal Roads o;i 
September 30—111 days ago. She was 
on the overdue list and quoted for re- 
insurance at 80 per cent., and when 74 
days out — over a month longer' than 
the ship Brodick Castle, now loading 
lumber tit Chemainus, occupied in 
coming from Salinas Cruz — she drove 
ashore on Bajo Reef, a broken line of 
lock, partly submerged, hence its name 
Bajo, the Spanish for "underneath," or 
Sunken Reef in English. 

Runs Into Scries of Gales 
After leaving the Mexican const the 
King David bad moderate weather, 
though she made a slow passage, until 
when Hearing Vancouver Islaind, There 
a series of southerly and southwesterly 
gales with hale- and snow squalls were 
encountered, during which the vessel 
was driven to the northward by the 
prevailing winds. On December 10 
she drifted into Nootka Sound, and 
when endeavoring to beat out to sea 
the steel ship brought up with a shock 
which shook her every plate, on 
the submerged rocks of Bajo Reef. 
Cor three miles Bajo Reef stretches 
seaward south of Bajo Point and two 
miles north of Miiqulnnn Point, where, 
on a rockv cliff, the great whale totem 
and the weather-broken sewing ma- 
chines and rusted rifles mark the 
grave of Chief Maquinnn, nt one time 
chief of the Nootkas. 

When the ship struck the reef Capt. 
Davidson ordered all hands to lower 
the boats, which were provisioned and 
the entire company reached shore in 
safety. Donald McLeod, tho grizzled 
old sailmaker, a man CO years of age, 
became insane during the excitement 
following the wreck, of the stout steel 
ship and was with difficulty held down 
In the boats. It took two of the com- 
pany of one of the boats to hold down 
the obi man while the others used the 
oars. The entire company landed at 
Bajo Point, a rugged part of Nootka 
Island, whoso entire coast Is stern and 
forbidding, with rocky cliffs, heavily 
wooded almost from the water line and 
with an almost impenetrable under- 



growth, mostly salall bushes. It is 
only possible to get from point to 
point in the vicinity at low water, al- 
though there are some Indian trails, 
which would be difficult for a stranger 
to find. 

Camp Made on Shore 

After making a camp on shore, pro- 
visions were secured from the wreck, 
and It was fortunate for the survivors 
of the King David that this was done 
ere the heavy seas pounded the great 
steel hull into a wreck, for the unfor- 
tunate men were doomed' to spend 33 
days on the Inhospitable rocks, shel- 
tered as best they could under the tar- 
paulins and what canvas the wreck 
had afforded. Captain Davidson made 
his crew as comfortable as possible, 
but there was scant shelter, and the 
shipwrecked men suffered many pri- 
vations, chiefly rrom exposure to the 
wintry weather. 

Two of the stranded seamen were 
sent by Captain Davidson to seek for 
some signs of habitation, and after two 
days' search they returned and re- 
ported having met a man, seemingly a 
prospector, whose knowledge of the 
country, had been as limited as their 
own, for he told them, erroneously, 
that no steamer would visit the coast 
until the beginning ot' March. Had the 
shipwrecked mariners known anything 
whatever of the coast on which they 
had been cast ashore, however, they 
would have known that not more than 
eight miles away there was shelter in 
a row of Indian lodges on the shingle 
beach at Friendly Cove, the village of 
the remnant of the Nootkas, with the 
well stocked general store of Stockham 
& Dawley, capable of supplying the 
wants of a hundred men, much less 
twenty-five men. They would also 
have known that, after sailing through 
but 12 miles of exposed and open 
water, a boat could reach Clayoquot 
Sound, which held a large settlement 
on its sandy spit, with stores, hotels, 
sawmills, etc., and a telegraph line 
over which their predicament could 
have been made known. 

Missing Men Seek Succor 

Ignorant that assistance was obtain- 
able so close. Captain Davidson sent 
his chief officer, A. Wallstron, with six 
men in a ship's boat to Cape Beale. 
It la ever the way of the seaman to 
send to the nearest lighthouse, and the 
new lighthouse at Leonard Island was 
presumably not within his knowledge. 
He knew there was a light at Cape 
Beale and sent the boat's crew thither 
on December 21, eight days after the 
wreck occurred, in the hope of securing 
assisance. The boat and her human 
cargo has 'not been heard of since. 
They never reached Cape Beale, and 
all settlements on the west coast be- 
tween Nootka and Cape Beale have 
been telegraphed to, without news of 
the missing men being received. At 
Clayoquot some of the survivors stated 
to an interviewer that Wallstron and 
his crew were probably picked up by 
the Ill-fated Pass of Melfort, which at 
the time was In the vicinity of their 
course to Cape Beale, and afterwards, 
on the morning of December 27, drove 
to destruction near Amphitrite Point. 

On her last trip to Quatsino and Cape 
Scott, the Queen City, must have

Debate on Timber Bill 
Hon. R. F. Creen, 111 introducing the 
bill, said that there bad been a great 
deal of confusion under the existing act 
in respect of the exportation of logs. 
Booms had been seized, but so far the 
action of the courts had not been favor- 
able to the probiiivo. The expedient of 
alleging that the logs were cut under 
hand-loggers licenses had so far been a 
successful argument under which logs 
had been freely exported. This was an 
inconsistent proceeding and the present 
measure aimed al a filial stopping of 
this exportation of logs and to ensure 
the fullilinent of the aim of the province 
in having all timber cut in British Co- 
lumbia manufactured into lumber here.

The body was carried to Qnut- 
sino where the burial took -place at 
Winter harbor's little cemetery on 
Tuesday last. 

Survivors Reach Victoria Tonight 
The good food received on board the 
Queen City soon hud its effect in re- 
viving most of the unfortunates, but 
one man is still very ill. The sixteen 
are expected to reach Victoria where 
those needing medical attention will be 
at once conveyed to the Marine hos- 
pital on the Queen City tonight, if the 
steamer is not delayed too long at the 
whaling station of Ihe Pacific Steam 
Whaling Co., at Set-hart where she is 
to load a full cargo of whale oil and 
fertilizer.

THE LIBERAL-CONSERVATIVE 
MEETING. 

Notwithstanding the very short 
notice given, the attendance at the 
Liberal-Conservative smoker was large 
and representative, the Adelphl Hall 
being filled. The Premier and several 
of his colleagues and a auimber of. the 
Conservative members of parliament 
were present and spoke. There was 
marked enthusiasm on the part of the 
audience, and the speakers responded 
to the spirit which prevailed. The 
good effect of a meeting in which the 
social and political elements .were 
blended was apparent, and there was 
a general expression in favor of more 
frequent gatherings of the kind. Ex- 
cellent short addresses were delivered 
and those by the Premier and the

There was no 
doubt remaining as to the confidence 
existing among the .Liberal-Conserva- 
tives of Victoria regarding the present 
provincial administration. 

ELECTION AFTERMATH.

in the case of the school trusties Ihe 
issue was undoubtedly the Miss Cam- ' 
eron case, if we may sn express it. ! 
Miss Cameron iierseif headed the poll, j 
while the three out of four of the old 
trustees, who were responsible for her | 
dismissal, were also elected,. In other j 
words, we have the anomalous result of 
both sides having won. The victory 
of the school hoard wna all the more 
significant from the fact that there 
were eleven candidates, four of them 
seeking re-election and six of llicm 
either running' independently or on 
Miss Cameron's ticket, while Miss 
Cameron on the day of the election ran 
"on htr own," receiving a very large 
number Of plumpers. The six, therefore, 
drew largely from the vote of the four, 
whose majority with a loss number of 
candidates would- have been largely in- 
creased; and Miss Cameron probably de-

The report of the thirty-ninth an- 
nual meeting of the Canadian Bank of 
Commerce, which appeared In the 
Colonist yesterday morning, was one 
well worthy of perusal by all who de- 
sire to get n good Idea of the business 
conditions existing throughout] Canada. 
It Is needless to refer to the llnancial 



statement of the bank itself. It is a 
record of prosperity only comparable 
with that of Canada for the year, and 
may be Bald to be tjie direct result of 
It. The earnings have been greater 
than ever before, namely, $1,376,-167, or 
a trifle over '14 'per cent, on the paid-up 
capital. These profits are exceptional, 
and, as the report points out, may not 
be easily repented. Such results are 
Indicative of enterprise and sound 
management. 

It is, however, to the report of the 
general manager, Mr. B. E. Walker, 
that we wish to refer more particu- 
larly, wherein he deals with the busi- 
ness conditions of the Dominion. Mr. 
Walker Is an able speaker and writer, 
as well as a banker, and his practical 
experience and his exceptional facili- 
ties for analyzing the financial situa- 
tion lend to his observations a com- 
bination of literary form and statistical 
interest that is rarely found. He takes 
a wide political view — and we use the 
word "political" in its strict dictionary 
sense — of the facts of which lie takes 
cognizance. The dominant note of his 
address is hope. He sounds also the 
note of warning. As a man familiar 
with the potentialities and resources 
of the Dominion, as well as of the 
character of the people who are en- 
gaged in its trade and its industry, he 
has a strong faith In the future; but 
as a shrewd banker who is also ac- 
quainted with the weaker ' side of 
human nature, he advises Canadians 
not to allow their optimism and suc- 
cess to carry them loo far. Mr. 
Walker points out mat throughout the 
whole of the year I90. r > there has never 
been one moment of national doubt, 
and that nature — and he might have 
added, all attendant circumstances — 
have furthered almost every effort 
that has been made. The result has 
been to create an optimism that Is 
fraught with great danger. It is the 
dunger of taking greater risks than, 
available capital would justify. His 
advice is: "It is to be hoped that 
everywhere in Canada the many who 
did not hesitate to go into debt be- 
cause they believed In the future, will, 
now that partial fruition of their hopes 
has come, hasten to get out of debt 
before they consider what 'new expen- 
diture the still further removed future 
will justify." In other words, get out 
of debt while you can, and make pro- 
vision for the time to come when It 
will be much harder; to make mone/y 
than it is now. In tills Mr. Walker 
echoes the advice of every sound 
financier. It is always wise to listen to 
one's banker. 

The address travels over too wide a 
field to follow in the editorial columns. 
It takes everything fa, from the situa- 
tion In the Orient to the position of 
the agricultural industry— war, the 
Chinese question, railways, mineral 
production, fisheries, timber, trade, 
clearing house returns, etc., etc. It 
looks witli hope to the Oriental market, 
unless "China intends to resent her 
bad treatment by the western nations." 
The aggregate of trade, though small 
Individually, must by reason of the Im- 
mense population be large, as soon as 
they are well enough off to buy such 
staples as wheat, flour, timber, railway 
supplies, etc. The rapidly increasing 
gold und silver production, in addition 
to the world's store, has steadied the 
money-markets of. the world and is 
giving an impetus to the efforts of] 
some countries to escape from the 
paper basis, and others on a silver to 
advance to a gold basis.

railways -is dwelt upon. Thetc sr.e 
already 3,000 , miles of railway in the 
province of Manitoba, and Manitoba Is 
only a morsel as compared with either 
of the oilier two new provinces. What 
then will be. the mileage of railways in 
the prairie country, say, in twenty-live 
years'.' That country affords every 
encouragement to railway building. A 
railway can be built for about $15,000 
a mile, and when It is completed there 
is the traillc ready to make tne In- 
vestment pay, whereas in British Col- 
umbia, for instance, a railway has to 
be built at a cost of about $35,000 per 
mile, for which the tratlic has to be 
afterwards developed. Altogether, the 
prospects of the Middle West are ex- 
ceedingly bright. 

The report has done the province of 
British Columbia very ample justice, 
and the buslnes a'nd Industrial review 
for the year 1905 displays Intimate and 
accurate familiarity witli the condi- 
tions, as will have been observed. The 
part, however, which interests us most 
is that dealing with the natural con- 
ditions of the province. The people of 
British Columbia should feel indebted 
lo Mr. Walker for his careful study of 
not only our natural advantages but

While the Northwestern provinces have 
had more attention from Eastern Canada 
and from the outside world during the 
must year, no province In Canada has had 
greater prosperity relatively to Its im- 
mediate possibilities than Urltlsh Colum- 
bia. This huge province, destined probably 
some day to outstrip all others In weallb, 
With resources which require literally mil- 
lions of people for their development, has 
at present hut a handful, us It wen-, of 
peoplt*.

trial future. Hut the physical and finan- 
cial problem of British Columbia Is by far 
the most difficult of any of the provinces, 
and It seems desirable that the other peo- 
ple of Canada should appreciate what the 
Urltlsh Columbians have to do. Individu- 
ally tin? people of thLs province are well 
Off, and the growth of the city of Van- 
couver Is as startling as that of Winni- 
peg, Calgary or Edmonton, but. the num- 
ber of people In British Columbia Is about 
the same as In the city of Toronto, and a 
bilge part Is not of white blood. This 
small body Is called upon to make the In- 
itial expenditures necessary to render even 
the earliest conditions of settlement pos- 
sible. And these Initial expenditures 
mean roads built In one of tile most Hlftl- 
cult of countries, bridges across great 
rivers, etc.; Indeed, at every point, the 
tlrst outlay Is most costly, especially as 
compared with that of the prairie prov- 
inces. Ami when communication Is made, 
the Individual again has to expend unusual 
labor and money before he can get any 
return. The ultimate result of such Initial 
expenditure, if wisely made, is not a mat- 
ter of doubt, but the difficulties explain 
why Urltlsh Columbia grows more slowly 
1 ii population than we all wish.

Sir 
Henry Tyler and the other members of 
the old hoard have resigned, and Mr. 
McMillan and his nominees have now 
assumed the directorate. 

Mr. McMillan is to be heartily con« 
gratuhlted upon the complete triumph 
of the campaign against the Le Koi 
board. This gentleman, it will lie re- 
membered, was deposed from the 1 board 
by his fellow directors bcause he stood 
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way of the amalgamation 
Prom the moment that the 
s thus arbitrarily exercised the 
given them by the articles of 



association, Mr. McMillan, instead of 
retiring to the seclusion of his War- 
wickshire home, as the directors fond- 
ly imagined he would do. instituted a 
vigorous crusade against the directors, 
and, having clearly shown that the 
amalgamation scheme was put forward 
at the instigation of a group of Ameri- 
can financiers, and was opposed to the 
shareholders' interests, he enlisted the 
support of a large majority of the pro-< 
prietors, and has scored a noteworthy 
triumph. 

Only I hose who know how difficult 
it is to ger rid of an obstinate hoard 
of directors will appreciate the impor- 
tance of Mr. McMillan's success. The 
light has been a memorable one, ami 
the result should he au object-lesson to 
directors who imagine that they can ride 
roughshod over the expressed wish of 
shareholders. . It is a pity that titer 
are not a few more " 
to scotch the intrigues of company di 
rectors. The Le Itoi shareholders' owe 
a debt of gratitude to their champion, 
and will feel still .more grateful to him 
it he places the company on a sound 
dividend-earning basis.

The 
fisliiug grounds are about twenty miles 
west of Hartley Hay in what is com- 
monly known as Campania Sound. For ! 
the present Japanese and Indian fisher- 
men will 'be employed, and their catches 
will be taken to Hartley Buy, and from 
there shipped to this port for re-ship- 
ment to the East. 

Preparing First Shipment 

The first and trial shipment is expect- 
ed to arrive' on the next trip of the 
steamer 'Tees or Amur, and it a .success 
other shipments will follow regularly.

ENGLISH MINERS FOR FERNIE. 

Winnipeg Tolegrnm, in its issue of 
Saturday last, says: The revival 
which has taken place in western mining 
operations during the past two years is 
making its influence felt in immigration 
circles, and so marked is the demand 
for labor in some of llie mining districts 
j in British Columbia that men are being 
sent out from the old country lo work 
in the shafts. 

Tlie transcontinental train from the 
east loday curried a patty of twenty- 
five expert British CO!l! miners, who 
came out from the old country to work 
in the mines at Fertile, B.C. They are 
being looked after hereby the immigra- 
tion department mid will be BOtlt west 
on the train this evening. It is said 
(hat many of the Immigrants who have 
come to the weal during the past year 
have gone in the mining regions and 
that (he movement in that direction will 
be more marked ns development pro- 
ceeds." 



To visit C'annda just now is a briic- 
iu gexperience for the torpid Briton. 
For Canada is conscious, vocably, up- 
roariously conscious, that her 'flay lias 
(■erne. Side-tracked in the march of 
development through the nineteenth 
century, a sparsely-peopled, pov- 
erty-Stricken colony, she has watched 
her neighbor ocross the border grow 
big and strong and opulent, arrogating 
'o Iter groat union all the power, the 
fame, the very title of America. Belt 
up there in the cold, broken in three 
pieces by the huge waste of Western 
Ontario and the Rocky Mountains, her 
unmapped North-west owned by a trad- 
ing company, winning a mean and a 
precarious subsistence by old fashioned 
agriculture, forestry and fishing, the 
i Canadian provinces, even after achiev- 
ing the dignity of a Dominion, continued 
to feel themselves the Cinderella of the 
Western World. Now ail this is chang- 
ed: the poor relation has come into her 
fortune, a single decade hits swept away 
all her dilUdencc, and has replaced it 
by a spirit of boundless confidence and 
booming enterprise. 

A Breeze of Exhilaration 
The breeze of this exhilaration, blow- 
ing from the new North-west, pene- 
trates the whole country today. It meets 
us as we enter, through the majestic 
portal of the St. Lawrence, the quaint 
old French city of Quebec, with its tor- 
tuous streets and its old-world gravity; 
the handsome modern commercial city 
of Montreal is all astir with the uwellins 
tide of trade and finance; official Ottawa 
shows nothing of the sedate dignity of a 
governmental capital, her clubs and of- 
fices are tense with the spirit of the 
"boom." 

Everywhere the wondrous tale is 
taken up anew of the rush of settlers 
in Manitoba and the two new provinces, 
the railroad enterprise, .the millions of 
acres of black wheat-soil, and the ••bum- 
per" crops of hard wheat garnered this 
fall; a hundred million bushels is the 
popularly adopted figure, though the 
more calculating put it down at. eighty- 
five, Judges of the High Court and 
Cabinet. Ministers hero in Ottawa are 
concerned far less with politics and liti- 
gation than with the discovery of some 
large new wheat area south of Calgary, 
or of some engineering difficulties on the 
now Grand Trunk railway: till the 
younger officials and business i»e>:, 
have come back from some hunting or 
fishing holiday, anil bring tidings of 
fresh developments. 

The greatest business enterprise In 
Camilla, the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
is straining every nerve to meet the now 
demands, putting forth now tentacles in- 
to the North, the Grand Trunk is pledg- 
ed to spend some $20,000,000 within the 
next live years, and a few years will 
probably see three virtually independent 
systems of transcontinental railway. 
Jobs Hunting the Man 

Every able-bodied man can find a job; 
there is no reserve army of unemployed. 
"We have no poor," the Minister of 
Labor assured me, a statement prob- 
ably correct if poverty means failure to 
get a living according to the customary 
standard of subsistence. In the groat 
citv of Montreal the secretary of the 
C.6.S. told me that, though there was 
no poor law or other public provision, 
no one was in want of food and home 
except a small wreckage of helpleflS im- 
migrant)) and some stranded ne'er-do- 
wells. Certainly, though there was 
plenty of "mean streets" in the French 
quarter, I could see no sign of a slum 
population, ;nd beggars and loafers 
were not in evidence. It is fair, then, 
to assume that all Canada is 011 a wave 
of rising prosperity. While the centre 
of this boom is the well-nigh unlimited 
supply of land in Manitoba, Alberta, 
and Saskatchewan alleged t» bo capable 
of growing "No. 1. hard wheat," every 
other Canadian industry feels a sym- 
pathetic stimulus — mines in British Co- 
lumbia and Nova Scotia, the groat lum- 
ber 'limits" in Ontario, the manufac- 
tures in Toronto and Ottaw.a, and the 
mixed farming in the older provinces. 

I/as-t. not least, the financial boom — 
tiie floating of companies for develop- 
ing newly-tapped areas of agriculture 
ami for speculation in city lands in Win- 
nipeg, Edmonton, Brandon, and a score 
of "cities with a future." Not only 
business men. but politicians, the clergy, 
the Press, and every other vocable in- 
strument is preaching, praising, and 
prophesying now. Canada (no longer 
the United States* is "God's own coun- 
try, sir!" Now the twentieth century 
"belongs" to her. Now her population 
ami her prosperity will swell until she 
becomes the corner-stone of the temple 
of the Brilish empire. 

Ardent Hope 

I am not concerned just here to dis- 
cuss the substance of these high hopes 
so much as to mark the faith and enn- 
lldeiiee that inspire them, and lo help 
towards their fulfilment. For no one 
call nave followed intelligently the car- 
eer of the American Republic without 
recognizing that her greatest source of 
power has not been her rich and varied

General Manager Morse Plan- 
ning to Have Portion of Line 
Running Next Year. 



A. special despatch from Montreal, 
dated January 10th; says: It now looks 
as if the Transcontinental Railway Com- 
missioners would soon place the first 
section of the government portion of the 
Grand Trunk Pfl'eihc under contract. 

It was stated yesterday that tenders 
would be asked within a fortnight for 
two hundred and seventy-live miles of 
tho section between Winnipeg ami 
Lake Superior ,1 unction. 

Chairman Parent and his colleagues 
have, it seems, expressed a desire to 
assist in the realization of Manager 
Morse's ambition of an uninterrupted 
I line of Grand Trunk Pacific railway 
j rails from Bake Superior to Saskatche- 
wan by early fall of next year. With 
I this end in view matters have been 
I hastened along, with the result just 
stated. 

It is likewise understood that the fi- 
nal, location will bo shorter by perhaps 
ten' miles' than was supposed when the 
Grand Trunk Pacific's own engineers 
laid out the line under the tliec chief 
engineer, 'Stephens contrary to gen- 
oral belief, a good portion of this line 
will be far from difficult. It is learned 
on the best authority that the first 
hundred miles east, of Winnipeg is of 
the easiest possible character, although 
tlie same cannot he said of other por- 
tions. 

The engineers find that, the remaining 
stretch to Bake Superior Junction will 
he very heavy work, although good 
grades have been secured throughout. 
Favorable news has been received 
1 from -the section now being built by the 
j company from Port Arthur to the main 
line. 

In addition to section nine, front 
Winnipeg to Lake Superior Junction 
Chairman Parent and his follow-eoni- 
missionors will, by the end of January, 
or the early part of February, call for 
lenders for a hundred and twenty-five 
miles west from Quebec City to La 
Tuque on St. Marico.

natural resources, her great aptitude for 
mechanical invention, not even the tough 
adaptive fibre of her inhabitants, but 
the broadcast, bounding and even reck- 
less confidence in her power of achieve- 
ment, or her "destiny." Now the really 
remarkable event in Canada is the re- 
cent quickening of this, self-same faith, 
not ;t blind faith in a 1'rovidencc out- 
side ourselves that is going to do "big 
things" for us while we sit still, bat a 
compelling impetus to take things in 
hand ourselves, and force them to take 
shape according to our will. 

It is this spirit one feels everywhere 
throbbing in Canada: its main outlet at 
present is frankly "materialistic," mak- 
ing for the development of natural re- 
sources in field, forest, fishing, miae, 
among a people of tough, sturdy indiv- 
idualists, with the powerful physique ot 
a farm-bred folk and the personal inde- 
pendence of a race of men owning the 
land they till. 

Almost all the successful manufactur- 
ers, bankers, politicians, state officials, 
I have met were born In some little 
hack country village in Quebec, Ontario, 
or Xova Scotia; all keep in touch with 
the laud; and -though some tenancy is 
creeping in, 87 per cent, of the farmers 
in Canada own their own farms, loss 
encumbered by debt or mortgage tlsv 
any other agricultural people hi the 
world. 

Unifying Influonces 

This faith in Canada is visibly unify- 
ing the diverse sections, races and re- 
ligions, and is taking shape in a 
"nationalism" which at present mainly 
economic is certain to have important 
political bearings when Canada has lei- 
sure to think out her political career. 
The old French colonists of Quebec, the 
Scotch and English of the Maritime 
Provinces and of Ontario, and the rich 
new blends of America!!. British and 
mid-European races forming in the 
Xortlt-west and along the PociDc are 
now being subjected to the fusing heat 
of a stronger, witling feeling of nation- 
.nlity, which is breaking the barriers 
'that once seemed wellnigh Impassible 
between the French of the Ancient Re- 
gime, the. United Empire Loyalist, the 
hnstllng Scotch trader and German 
Sclavonic, and Scandinavian settlers in 
the West. 

It is simply the spirit of America, 
breaking out after a long period. of in- 
cubation, across the northern frontier of 
the States. Tlie history of the "com- 
ing of lite West," tho wonderful trans- 
formation of the Mississippi valley Into 
a rich and populous civilization within 
two generations is ripe for repetition fur- 
ther north. It Is, in fact, the natural 
drive of American civilization, following 
the lino of least resistance. lis inevit- 
ability is apparent as we follow the New 
England pioneers of the early nine- 
teenth century, pushing into the fertile 
virgin lands of Ohio, their sons cramped 
in the new abode moving ever further 
west, first into> Illinois, the next genera- 
tion into Minnesota and the Dakotas. 
Now oil the best of tlu^<> inncfe is 
fully taken up, ami the trek force, not 
yet spent, is diverted across the border. 
This movement of agricultpral popula- 
tion in the Stales is attended, of course, 
by a similar pressure in Ontario, with 
the eastern sections of Canada herself. 
The spirit of America thus expressed in 
the constant pressure towards now and 
better land of course brings other com- 
mon factors of American life to the fore. 

The Ainericanisation of Canada is 
Hometimes spoken of ns if it were nu 
Intrusion or invasion of alien institu- 
tions. No such thing. The simple fact 
is that Canada is American, her climate, 
soil, flora and fauna, her people and 
their ways of life are so noarl> related 
thai political divergence is of compafr 
Itively small significance in any broad 
estimate of the present: and probable 
future of the Canadian nation. The 
concrete illustration of this general truth 
I will set forth later. At tho outset I 
wish to emplinsfso the important fuel 
that the. new Canadian boom is simply 
another large local oulburst of the en- 
ergy which has made the United States 
what it is today.

ploiting the Hecate Strait halibut fish- 
eries, the instructions to the Canadian 
fisheries protection cruisers do not au- 
thorize the seizure of foreign vessels 
except for fishing within the three-mile 
limit. 

"While this is the present standing 
of the case, as a matter of policy and 
expediency, it is not to be interpreted 
ns constituting the fulness of Canada's 
claim to territorial jurisdiction in these 
waters, all rights to the assertion of 
which, whatever it may be, being re- 
served and fully safeguarded for ap- 
plication under future conditions.

Townscild lost no time in going to the 
assistance of the distressed vessel soon 
bad a line on board and towed the 
M. Turner into Clflninleh harbor, in 
I he westerly entrance to Kymiunt 
where the vessel was taken to a safe 
position, and a lug will probably be 
sent to tow the vessel to Victoria.

Latest Story of Suggested Poli- 
tical Changes by Liberals 
of B. C. 



W. C. Weils for Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor. This is the latest statement of 
the Liberals "In the know."

The British 
Columbia delegation at Ottawa seems 
to be controlled by the Riley support- 
ers; but for all that Mr. Riley is stated 
to be not too acceptable.

Senator Tem- 
pleman is now said to have abandoned 
the work in connection with the gov- 
ernorship in favor of ills effort 

To Secure a Cabinet Position 
vacating his seat in the senate, which 
would, the Liberals say, be given to 
Mr. Riley. 

However, the Young Liberal Asso- 
ciation is still smarting at the alleged 
cavallere treatmenL received at the 
hands of Messrs. Templeman and Riley, 
and is ready to .show its resentment, 
the opportunity having arisen in this 
particular instance.
